On Friday, 12 January 2$ £l, at 11 a.m. Miron MATV1X&0, former head of 
the SB ZCh 0UB and Iran KASHURA visited ae/ln ly apartme nt. During thin visit 
(which las ter until three hours after dinner), UATVUBXD told me, among other 
things, that the SB had been informed that I had given American counter- 
intelligence authorities reports on the foil coring: 

a. The arrival of^Hiron UA!f?XTEKD in Germany from Paris. 

b. The contents of the letters and materials brought by couriers from 
the Ukraine. 

c. Other internal affaire of the SB aai the ZCh OUH. 

naturally I denied all these accusations. He told me how it bad happened. 
An SB worker talked to an American from CI C or acn e other organisation. During 
the talk, the American asked about Miron EATVTTEXD. The SB member said that he 
did not know that HATVXTTO) was in Germany. But when the SB member gave some 
answers which did not fit. in with information, the American had, the latter said 
that the -SB/weaber was purposely withholding several facts. The American had 
learned from a source, a very reliable source, to be exact, from a priest, that 
the' situation was not as the SB member said. Then the American said, or showed, 
that thd priest had worn an Orthodox cross. Thus he showed that he had gotten' 
him information from an orthodox priest. Because the American said that this 
priest was well informed on the affairs of the UPA, the ZCh OBH and the SP UHVR, 
the SB man knew that it could only be X. There was also the possibility that 
tills information had come from Rev. Hrinioch GRUJOAHA - also an Orthodox priest,^ 
/bat he was then in the U.S.A. and could not have told the American. It follows 
logically that there Is only one possible perse® who could be the source and 
that is ops elf. 

One must recognise that the SB’s logic is correct. In fact the conversation 
was about me. .

Iron KASHUBA and Miron MATVITEKO, members of the staff of the SB ZCh O0H, 
rials ted me in my apartment on Friday, 12 Janaary, and Wednesday, 17 January 
1$51* Both Tie its lasted several hours* One point which was repeated through- 
* out those conversations was a warning to me not to repeat ary information about 
the SB ZCh OUH to the Americans or the ZP UHVR. The SB has grounds for 
suspecting that the Americans are receiving information about the SB ZCH COT 
from me* 

(See MT special report on this subject - Attachment A) 

I But in spite of these suspicions or, perhaps, because it suspected me of 
working with the Americans * the SB considers it vital to have contact with me 
in order to let the Americana know through me how useful it could be in their 
work* The SB believes the Americans might take seme repressive measures towards 
their organization* They emphasized to me that since I was once a staff member 
of the SB cad knew about some of the liquidations of people which took place 
under the SB, I would also be brought to account for these deeds if thqy were 
brought to light* I would be as responsible for those acts as HATVTTEKO, KASHDBA, 
BOHDGBA, or any other staff member of the SB* 

The SB learned that after Pet or TAHLOB, former SB co-worker and editor of 
the ZCh COT newspaper "On Guard" (°Ba Storozhy 4 *), printed a provocative 
brochure stating that the SB was Bolshevik topi, the U.S* A* State Department 
created an investigative committee which spent two mouths inBurope, . mainly in 
Germany and France, collecting material on the SB and the ZCh COT* The 
conmisaion , 3 first obligation was to find out how many persons tat the SB had 
eliminated, and whoa and where* It was also assigned the task of discovering 
whether or not it was true that MATVUiXO was a Bolshevik agefcfr* 

S' '■Siiivy. . . , , 

The CQBsLssion questioned, among various other people, Ivan BX&QBASI of 
j the URDP> and Gennadi KOTOBOVICH* Tbe SB figured that several people, from the 
UHVR, among then vy 8 elf , . were also questioned in this investigation* 

Another reason for ihe sending of this investigative committee to Europe 
was that more than six months ago the former SB member and leader in Hlttenwald, 
Vasiliy GOGOSHA had been interned on an island in New York because of his 
denenciation >y Ivan IVASHBO, former general secretary of the ABN* GOGOSHA had 
several organizational reports from the ZCh COT and the SB with, him* In the 
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conrre of the interrogations which lasted for many* weeks, Vaailly GOGOSHA 
revealed several things about the activities of the SB and the SQi OUN In 
Ifittemrald. The American investigating authorities copied tte harsh methods 
of the HJB and the Geetapo in their dealings with GOGOSHA, threatening him 
with repatriation to the 

The SB still doee not know what GOGOSHA said to the Americans, but they 
know that he did not say much because many CIC agents have already talked with 
members of the ZCh OUN. Judging from the questions the agents asked the ZCh 
CXIK members, the SB has concluded that the Americans have not learned much from 
QOGOSHi and that he has kept quiet about the most important affairs. 

GOGOSHA*s lawyer in the U.S.A. sent a letter to the ZCh OUN in Europe, 
saying that the affair had only had its beginning in the States and would be 
continued in Europe* He wanted to warn everyone who had had contact with 
GOGOSEA to keep this in mind and to go into hiding* 



MATVHS© is convinced that ambers of this commission, or someone under 
its direction, are interested in th is question even in France, and are 
particularly concerned with UAT7XT8C0 hismelf, But because the SB has so omy 
people throughout France, V5ATVHIK0 learned about this in time from several 
circumstances. For example, while looking for KATVXTH®, CIC in Munich seat 
a report about him to Paris* In the report it said, that CID was looking, for 
him for passing counterfeit dollars and that he was suspected of being a Soviet 
agent. The brochure of Peter IABLON, printed in fijglish, abox^r KATVirHOD's 
collaboration with the MSB was included. The French police translated this 
report into French. HATVUiXO later learned that the Americans insisted that 
he be arrested and sent to Germany, tat the French police refused to do it. 
KATVUffiO found out through some SB man, probably an interpreter who read aU 
this evidence and later told HAT7UEE0 about it. MM7ITK0 considered it necessary 
to return to Germany, In addition he received an order from Stefan BAHBESA and 
the ZCh OUN to collect all the information he could about to whom the members 
of this investigative cosndttee were talking and what material pertaining to 
the work of the SB or the liquidation of agents they had been able to collect. 

In further conversation with MATVUEKO I learned only that this conmission 
found evidence that many Bolshevik agents had been liquidated, and that it 
, considered that this was incorrect, but that in any case all the enemies of 
the SB and the ZCh OUN would not attain their objectives. r 

The stoat important thing abW this investigation was that daring it the 
c omnia s ion became convinced that Peter IABLOH and many of his followers* in the 
U.S.A. were important Bolshevik agents, and one , must espect that they will soon 
be arrested. He hinted that the SB had given the commission reason tb" believe \ 
v. that 'Peter XABLON was such an agent* It is interesting that the investigating 
committee worked only through the governmental authorities and excluded CIC 
c and CID stations in Oermaiy from the investigation. The commission did not 
even want to make use of the evidence that CIC and CU) had pertaining to the 
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Affair# The SB was very pleased by this as only in that way could they have 
found the. objective truth* The SB considered that the 11 opposition 11 and the 
ZP UHVR did not give the Americans objective infomation# 

As a consequence, in its last conversations with representatives of the 
ZCh OUN and persons in the ZCh OUN, the Americans demanded the information 
of the SB and, to a great extent , the exclusion of HATVTTffiO from the affairs 
of the ZCh CXJN# But as UATVTTffiO told me, Stefan BAND52U would under no 
circumstances permit a reformation of the SB or the exclusion of H&TVXTEXD 
fToa its activities, even if the Americans initiated repressive measures 
towards the SB# 

\ The SB immediately set itself one tasks to prove that all these disagree-* 

• mentis . between the ZCh OUH and the ZP UBVR were the work of Bolshevik agents# 

One of those causing the disagreements and helping to bring about a split was 
Ivan IVASHKD, former secretary of the ABN who later switched to the side of 
the ZP UHVR* The SB is doing everything in its power to show that he was an 
10B agent# He is alleged to havw given a letter to the ZP UHVR which said 
that the ZCh OUN and the SB bad issued death sentences to all ambers of the 
ZP UHVR and he, IVASHKD, had forged the signature of Stefan BAH) ERA* Thja 
letter brought about a complete slpit between the ZCh OUN and the ZP UHVR# 

This letter was the cause of Iaroslav STETZKD 1 a exclusion from the ZP UHVE. . 

But when X tried to get more detailed information on Ivan IVASHKD’s being 
a Bolshevik agent I could not get a direct answer* MAT VHfcSO simply reminded 
ma of the following circumstances* 

1# The letter to the ZP UHVR mentioned above* 

2# That Ivan IVASHKD was a friend of Peter XABLON who was a Bolshevik 
agent#

3# That IVASHKD is ncm in contact with editor Gennadla KDTOHOVICH who 
is apparently a Soviet agent. 

. 1;« That he gave Qeunadla KDTOROVICH various data such as information, 
about the lUttenwald conference, of the ZCh OUN, about the various 
liquidation organs of the SB and about BANDERA *s present location* 
Besides 'that he worked with the Americans, giving reports on SB 
activities, and by so doing is aiming for the liquidation of the 
SB# It is known that the SB liquidates Bolshevik agents and for 
this reason IVASKKD wants to liquidate the SB# 

All of these circumstances are sufficient, as HATVITXXO pointed out, to 
prove that IVASHKD is & Bolshevik agent# 

My Remarks r 

I have begun to check all this information and learned the following r 
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1# The ZP UHVR does not have and has not had any letters which are signed 
by Stefan BAtfDERA and which could have been falsified by Ivan HASHED* 

All letters frc® Stefan BA M)IKA to the ZP UHVR are personally delivered 
by Taros lav STfcTZKD, Stefan T.kMKAVS kTj Stefan BAHDGRA himself, or by 
gone other leader of the ZCH OTJH* Ho occasion would arise on which 
BAHDERA's signature could be forged* 

2* The ZP UHVR does not have any letters with IVASHKO* a signature saying 
that the ZCh OCN has sentenced its entire opposition to death* 

3* The truth is that at the Mittenwald conference Ivan HASHED said orally 
to the people of the ZP UHVR that he had learned that the ZCh OUR wanted 
to liquidate its "opposition"* Even then Ivan IVASHXD revealed tbs source 
of this information. He said that he had learned it. from Peter 2ABI0H 
andanother member of the SB, KHAREEVITCH* One must note that KHABCHBVITCH 
is etill a member of the SB today, I do not understand hear HASHED, could 
know that Peter TABLON was. a Bolshevik agent than when it has not. been 
established yet. But so far as I can Judge from lABLON’s reports and 
activities one can assume that he is an agent* 

lu It is true that after the Uittenwald conference, Ivan HASHED signed a 
letter to the ZP TJHVR in which he said that in his time Taros lav STETZED 
had very severely criticised the ZP UHVR in spite of the fact tj^he.wus * 
then a member of that organisation* What STETZED said was that^&e SB 
had liquidated HRXHIOCH and STACHIV there would be peace with the 
opposition* . . 

Then he gave proof of this statement by STETZED* HASHED erven said that 
he was ready to submittthia to the organisation^ court* He reaffirmed 
It to Tyrian KDRDDBA, who as a member of the SB/ asked him about that 
matter* HASHED, said that it was no secret* He said that the ZP UHVR 
could show, this . letter to Taroslav STETZED. The letter, plus a host of 
other circumstances, was the reason for STETZED *3 eaqpulsiCn from the 
ZP UHVR* . : . 

5* It is a fact that HASHED had contacts with OennAdia KDTOEOVTCH. But 
he denies that he gave KOTOROVICH any written inf ormatibn about the 
Uittenwald conference or about. BAHDEJtt* It is possible that he could 
ia .. . have said something in conversation, but he did not know that 
, EDTO0OVICH is a Bolshevik agent* % 

IX we consider all this information we could come to one conclusion only: 
the possibility that HASHED like KDTQBOVICH was a Bolshevik agent, but it is 
still impossible to call them agents, on the. basis of this meager information* 
That the SB may have further, proof is another matter. 







In a cy case the SB considers that with the help of its connections with 
the Americans it can prove that I7ASHKD and KOTOROV1CH are doing the work of 
Bolshevik agents* For that reason the SB is relying heavily on its American 
Contacts and believes that it can convince them that in liquidating various 
people they were guarding the ZCh OUH from Bolshevik influences, that they can 
answer for all these murders and that they can even succeed in legalizing 
Hirona UATVTTEXD in Germany* 

One must esphasize here that Ivan KASHGBA, as he himself stated, has no 
connections with CIC in Augsburg. He has no ties with Mr* SIDORHK or SIDOBCSBK 
or with Bay other such person* CIC. agent SIDGBCHJK, as he said to MATVIXEXO, is 
a complete fool, ahd no intelligence agent, he reveals the sources of bis 
information and does other ouch foolish things* Even MQDHXK, head of SB in Augs- 
burg does not want to have anything to do with 3ZD0RCHDK. KASHUBA states that 
he had only been at CIC in Augsburg once and then only because he bad been 
sumoned* 

That is the truth according to KASHUBA, and I do not know whether Ivan 
XVASHED or Benadli KOTOROVICH is telling the truth. In any case, either Hr. 
IYASHHD or MUDRIK contacted CIC In Augsburg since they talk that way about 
Mr. SIDOHCHCK* . 

1 asked HATVHBKD why Stefan BAHDEBA had published a letter in "Su raft" 
reporting his suspicion that the UHVR "couriers 0 had brought back false . 
information about the death of General CHUFRBKA_and even his suspicion that 
this pouch had been forged by the MGB and that, the couriers of the ZP UHVR 
were then® elves Bolshevik agents, MATVITfflD answered that these were trifling 
perplexities, the couriers to the ZCh OUN. were delayed for several days in 
Poland* But in the letter written to the ZCh COT they aid that “all is well 
and we have a pouch from General CHUFRIHKA." But the couriers had not yet 
arrived; Because such a letter was known to the ZCh GOT, the ZP UHVH reported, 
and even publicised., that General CjHVFRINKA had been killed, S. BANDERA wrote 
this letter saying that in a few days he would receive the real story. The 
ZCh COT couriers themselves did not know what kind of a pouch they had 
received or from whom they had received it. They were convinced that the 
pouch was from General CHUERUQCA* BANDERA was forced to write this letter 
because the ZP UHVR refused to. be kept waiting for this information for 
several days or until the arrival of the couriers themselves from Poland. 

The couriers of the ZCh OUN were supposed to receive a pouch from the OTO in 
Poland and were therefore detained.
